Thefe Things, as the Journals of 
ownHoufe will Sadan ane nn aie 
to which Thambly refer, receiv’d.at divers 
Times, and in various Manners, all poffible 
Sanétion, both in toe fame affembled Con- 
vention, when afterwards turn’d into a Par- 
liament, and in the feveral fubf-quent Par- 
liaments to this Day, in the feveral Afts 
pefs’d in both Kingdoms, for Recognition 
of King Wiliam and Queen Mary, for tae:
